Our plants are grown here on a sandy loam soil which produces plants 
with heavy root systems. We dig plants as we sell them during the spring 
and ship out as fast aS we can dig. 


We are continually being asked whether ours are fresh dug plants or 
cold storage plants. Our answer is that all our plants are freshly dug, trim- 
med clean and shipped out to you just as quickly as we can. 


These healthy northern grown plants can make money for you. We 
hope that we can serve you this spring. 


EARLY VARIETIES 


'’ HOWARD No. 17 (Sold also as Premier) The Howard No. 17 strawberry 
plant is the standard variety by which all of the many other varieties are 
judged. This has been the leading berry grown here in Connecticut for the 
past twenty years. Our strain of Howards has been constantly improved 
over the past years and we believe that we have a strain that will produce a 
good crop of berries on nearly any fertile ground. 


The Howards are the earliest producing variety with the plants starting 
to bear here usually just about Memorial Day. This variety produces a great 
many blossom buds and, even if the early frosts kill some of them, there 
are always enough left so that a good crop can be harvested. 


The Howard is a fairly good plantmaker and is fairly resistant to most 
strawberry diseases. It will produce large quantities of pointed berries over 
the longest season of any of the varieties which we sell. 


We recommend it wholeheartedly for a major part of your strawberry 
bed. 


EARLY VARIETIES 


“ PATHFINDER — This is a large round berry which is very attractive 
and will stand up comparatively well after picking. This variety sets a wide 
row of plants as a rule and is very resistant to the red stele disease. With 
us it ripens just after the Howards. 


We can recommend this variety not only to home gardeners but also 
to commercial growers who are interested in a quality berry. 


“ FAIRLAND — This variety is very similar in many respects to the 
Howard 17. It is only a few days later and the berry has the same pointed 
shape. It makes a good bed of plants and the yield of berries is excellent.

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STRAWBERRY CULTURE 


CHOOSING THE LAND 


Almost any fertile land which is well drained will raise good strawber- 
ries. We advise against setting on greensward because of’ the presence of 
white grubs who relish the tender roots of strawberries. If possible, plant 
on land on which no lime has been spread for at least one year. 


FERTILIZING 


We recommend spreading your fertilizer broadcast on the ground after 
the land has been plowed and harrowed. Then harrow the fertilizer in. 
This places your fertilizer where it will be available to the new plants as 
they commence to run. Additional fertilizer may be added any time during 
the first year if needed. Do not fertilize your bed the spring that it is going 
to bear for the extra fertilizer will go into the leaves. 


_ WHEN TO PLANT 


Order your plants easly and set them out early. If you order your 
plants early you will be sure of getting the varieties you want and you will 
get the plants when you want them. When your plants arrive, if you are 
not ready for setting out, take from box or package and put in cellar in a 
cool, dark place. Keep roots moist. Wet roots before setting. 


SETTING OUT PLANTS 


Strawberries may be spaced 15-18 inches apart in the rows, and rows 
3 to 4 feet apart. Later in the season the plants should be set closer. In 
setting the plants, dig a hole large enough to enable you to spread the roots 
well. The plants should be set deep enough so that the roots are well covered, 
yet care should be taken that the tender heart is uncovered. Press the plant 
firmly into the ground. 


CARE OF BED > 


The blossoms should be picked off the first year so that all the strength 
of the plant will go into the new runners. Of course, the strawberry bed 
must be hoed often enough during the summer to keep it free from weeds. 


MULCHING 


The bed should be covered during the early winter with a thin covering 
of straw, hay or meadow grass. Use whichever of these that is easier or 
cheaper for you to obtain. In the spring, the hay may be raked between 
the rows, making a cushion for the pickers during the season. This also 
prevents dirty berries. 


WEED KILLERS 


The use of weed killers in strawberry beds is still pretty much in the 
experimental stage. We expect to use the new Crag Herbicide on most of 
our beds during this coming year. It seems to be the best of the chemical 
weed killers. Some growers are reporting excellent results with these. 


RED STELE DISEASE 


Our strawberry plant beds are carefully examined each summer by 
specialists of The Connecticut Experiment Station and there has never been 
any Red Stele found on this farm. We have never had a complaint that 
Red Stele has been found in beds started with our plants. 
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
